Therefore ſince our Danger 1s ſo grear, 
and the only way of ſecuring our Religion 


and Liberty, (in order to the. Choice 'of 
our Repreſentatives in -Parliament ) all 
imaginable care ſhould be taken by the 
Freeholders and Citizens of England , in 
their Choice, to Elect ſuch Members to 


ſerve in this preſent Parliament, as 'are 
Men of Wiſdom and Courage, Skill and 
ConduQ, to ſtand up tor the Good of the 


King and Kingdom; Men of Reſolutions 


ro Maintain the Proteſtanc Intereſt againſt 
all the-Attempts of Rome and France, and 
Secure our Liberties from Arbicrary In- 
croachments; To which end 1 humbly 
adviſe, 


Firft, That none be. accounted worthy 
of your Voices,» that account Religion un 
worthy of their Practices ; none being fit 
Promoters and Defencers of the Prote- 
ſtane Religion, bur thoſe which ſhew their 
Eſteem of ir, by ſquaring their Actions to 
the Rule of its Pruuiciples. 
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Secondly, Give your Voices for none 
commended to you from other places, 
unleſs you have good Aſſurance given 
ywu of their fidelity to the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and the Intereſt of the Nation. 


Thirdly, Let ſach Members as ſerved 
you in the [aſt Parliament, with Faithful- 
nefs and Courage, ard vigorouſly ſtood up 
for rhe Proteſtant Interett, be accounted 
highly deſerving your preſent Choice ; and 
if any ftand in Competition with them, 
ard you believe them to be true Prote- 
fant and deſerving Gentlemen, yet be not 
ſo baſe ſpirited, as ungratefully to deſert 
thoſe Worthy Perſons which have deſerved 
ſo well of the Nation, 


Fourthly, Give your Voice freely,; be 
not ſo mean ſpirited as to be won by bri- 
bery or feaſting ; for aſſure your ſelves, 
he thet bids moit for you, will endeavour

to_ make moſt of you ;, and if you ſell 
chem your Votes, they will for adyantage 
fell your' Liberty and Property. 


Fifthly, Reject all perſons that ſpeak 
flightingly of che Popiſh Plor, and would 


| fain' ſuggeſt that there is a Proteſtant 


Plor. 


Sixthly', Reje& with Scorn and Con- 
tempt all perſons of debauchr Principles 
and FraCtices, although they ſhould make 
never ſo great pretences, aud large promi- 
ſes of being faithful to rhe Intereſt of the 
Nation; for aſſure your ſelves, that an 
Atheiſt, who hath nor Religion to bias 
him, will be for you no longer than ill 
he can [advance himſelf by being againft 
you, nor longer true to the Proteftanc 
Religion, than rill he can obrain the fa- 
| vour of your implacable and bloody Po- 
piſh Enemies, by betraying both it and 
you. Let the late ſad Example of 
Middleſex. he ever freſh in your memo- 
ry, and/an everlaſting Caution againſt re- 
poſing any Contidence in an Atheiſt, or a 
notorious Debauchee. 
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Seventhly, Art your Elections, avoid as 
much as poſlible al! pegular and tumul- 
ruous proceedings, all railing at, and re- 
viling of thoſe that ſtand not for the ſame 
perſons you do, or thar differ from you 
in fome circumſtances of Religion ; nothing: 
being more grateful, pleaſing and delight- 
ful unto your Popiſh Enemies, 


Eightly, That you may expect the blef- 
ſing of the Lord upon your Endeavours, let 
there be great care taken that by exceſs and 
debauchery you increaſe nor your guilt by 
continuing and mulciplying your wicked- ' 
nefſes againſt the God of Heaven ; for, for 
ought know, if you ſhould be as pro- 
fane in your preſent, as you have been in 
former Elections, it may provoke the Lord 
to ſay of England, as he ſometime ſaid of. - 
feruſalem, Becanſe I would have purged you, 
and you would nor be purged, ye ſhall_get be. 

urged ary more, until I have cauſed my fu- 
ry to reſt upon you. And that fince I would
